This genllerann gives you a picture -at 
colonial life iiL-cordinR to masculine eyes, 
nod I trnst yon will nerinit h fiMn^tlo cnl- 
otii.st to liear' willing witnos-s to the truth 
of wlint ho says : "Ladies, refuieJ ladies, 
certainly do with tbo greatest facility full 
inio coloaial life, and have a freedom and 
fontentmeat thev wonld not like to 6x- 
cliaii^'c Tor tlio frivolous conventioLalitios 
of til is overcrowded country," But, 
ahovo all, I believe what they truly enjoy 
— tlmt i.-i, if tlijy nro seiiBil)lo, and col- 
onial lifo is very apt to "knock llio non" 
scnsft out of oiio"-r.i8 tbe haying rational 
Rinplojiaent, tho wttU of whicH is, I feel 
sure, at the root of the evil wliicli pro- 
duces on the ono band, such "fearfully 
a ul wonderfully made" creatures as the 
"irirl of the period," or, on tiie other, the 
''iirieo' good" girls, and a bmidrad and 
iirty other vitrieties of jonng^lad^hood 
besides. 

.IB' the colonies women, like men, mnst 
work; tiiey hiuve not tho araa.lle3t fraclioa 
of lime for the weeping whieh Mr Kings- 
Uty wonld lend Uo 10 .suppose is a necessary 
fciniiiiiio acooiuplishuient; and in, I should 
any, niiioty-niiiB ctisos out of a hundred 
tlioy are all tho hnppier for haviug no 
timti whatever. for fancied griefs, and not 
raucirfof ro'W bftos' either. An additional 
riiusoii for happiiicBS assuredly lies in the 
fact, that Lhu tie between tnolher and 
(diildrun i;i u very strong o.oe in colonial 
lifo. Where t^ho colony is young or not

It is tfuo, apt to boconiQ that of a drudge;

In a colony — or so J fonnd it; during 
Eve J ears' residence on the Pacific coast 
af British North America — you may, if 
year income be small, live in a tiny bouso 
without scandalising your nearest and 
dearest; nnd, what; is more, should you 
answer your own door with a broom in 
your hand, society will actually survive 
the 'blow; . The- wife^nQaj become truly 
tho housewife ; the husband may pursue 
any occnpation without — as long as it is 
an honest and respectable one — losini.' 
caste; and you may live quietly and in- 
expenaively without injuring anyone's 
feelings. Nor need you necessarily do" 
generate to tbo level of.a common servant, 
and forget all those amenities which tend 
to make life pleasant. In tbe evening,, 
work done, and the children asleep, tho 
sound of tho pinno amy bo heard in many 
households, niid the magazines and books 
which Lave strewn the sitting room table 
all day, are opened and road. Nay, it is 
mora than possible that these relaxations 
aro all the moro enjoyed for being viewed 
as gauniuo luxuries and restricted to cer- 
toiu hours, instead of being duwdled over 
all day long, and merely indulged in, in 
,too ln^ny cases, to kill tiaio. In England 
tiir jour . income at least is spent upon 
-that droadfnl bogbear "society;" yon 
liavo to go through the dreary grind of 
"keeping up appearances;" and" you are 
couBtaully hearing that yotj must not do 
thi3 and you njunl; rroc do that, (;r people 
will ba so shocked, and nobody will visit 
you, &o, Ooloniea are by no means per" 
feet Arcadias, lb/ Mrs Grundy has ob- 
tained some sort of foothold even there; 
hut to notfu'iig iiKo the fearful extent, to. 
which She reigns here, and renders misera- 
ble the people of small incomes who live 
in this socially enslaved country. 

"Never say Die" may well remark that 
it: i.a .'.V.flaHy .pi^infnl to meet with so many 
in thia country, parlicjlarly youug men, 
who do not know what to be at;" an.(l.to 
me it is equally painful to see so "many 
young ladies in the same predicament. 

One of the thioRS, indeed, which. aflcji, 

'Ui'o yearr :::B"5TOS'c6 from"" tiiis fcountryT 
struck quo the most, was tho immense 
number of good-looking, well-educated, 
.sensible, charming, in every respect at- 
tractive women, from twenty years of age 
upwards, all spinsters, and the majority 
of them, apparently, without quite enough 
to do. Tbey do not marry, wo are tofd, 
becuuso young men of tbe present diy 
cannot afford lo marry, because matrimony 
i8;bccominga rarer state of things, &c 
Yet "out ^yest'' — I suppose in all colo- 
nics — there arc hundreds of men, well 
able to marry, who, if they bo particolar 
to a shade of colour, cannol get wived. 
Surely "there is something rotiea in the 
state of" society which sadhr requires put* 
ting to rights. I fear I am straying 
away from the original subject of "Marri- 
age and Celibacy" into colonial life, its 
idea and experiences, and perhaps becom- 
ing diffuse into tho bargain. As tho ob- 
ject of my letter is to bear witness to the 
truth of what "Never Say Die'' bas writ- 
ten, to give a feminine view of tho colonial 
question, and to endeavour to show that 
on a soaall income you can livo with more 
freedom in a colony, especially if you re« 
nounce the heavy expenses connected with 
servants and the requirements of Mrs. 
Oi-undy, than yon can in censorious 
England, I hare doabtleas said enough.
